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T HE WARREN COMMISSION was organ- 
ized to answer certain crucial questions 
about the Kennedy assassination and the 
related murders of police officer f. D. Tippit 
and Lee Harvey Oswald. In spite of the mass of 
material presented before the Commission, 
many of these questions still remain unan- 
swered. Mark Lane asks why. Step-by-step, he 
examines not only the evidence brought to light 
by the Warren Commission, but the copious evi- 
dence to which it gave only cursory attention. 
Lane offers no “assassination theory.” He does 
expose serious and irrefutable inconsistencies in 
the work of the Warren Commission. Some of 
these inconsistencies are small; some are fright- 
eningly large; combined, they raise inescapable 
doubts about the “official version’’ of the 
assassination of John F. Kennedy. 

Fascinating, disturbing, closely reasoned, and 
carefully documented (the author’s cogent argu- 
ments are based largely on the 26 volumes of 
evidence issued by the Commission), RUSH TO

are likely to go on accepting the official version 
of what happened: that Lee Harvey Oswald, a 
lone assassin firing three shots from the Texas 
Book Depository, killed President John F. 
Kennedy.
